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PART-TIME BUILDING DEP 
POSITION DENIED

On February 28, the Huron 
Township Board met for the 
last meeting to be held in the 
Krzyske Center. Beginning 
“March, Township meetings 
will be held in the High School 
lecture hall, located at the. West 
end of the building. 

At the meeting, the Board 
discussed: hiring a part-time 
building department clerk at 
the rate of $9 per hour. 

Adkins argued, however, 
that it is the slow season and 
that the building department 
was cleaned up recently and is 
now running efficiently. 
Therefore, Adkins didn’t feel 


an additional employee. is 
needed. 

Trustee Dawnette Bowers 
informed the Board that if the 
item were approved now, it 
would be the first meeting in 
April before a candidate for the 
position could be approved. 

Barron pointed out that by 
then the Township would 
already be into the building 
season. 

Supervisor John Mitchell 
mentioned that the department 
would also need time to train 
for the position. 

Adkins’ motion to deny the 
request failed due to a tie vote. 
Adkins, Bowers, and Trustee 


Larry O’Kelley voted to deny 
the request, with Trustee Mary 
Lou Carey absent. 

There was a motion by 
Barron to approve the request 
of the building department to 
hire a part-time building clerk. 
Barron, Krause and Mitchell 
voted yes. Motion failed due to 
a tie vote. 

In other news: 

¢ Bids were opened for the 
purchase of ‘several Township 
vehicles. The high bid for each 
vehicle was approved. 

e Trail Creek Phase I 
Condominiums were given 
final approval. Trail Creek rep- 
resentative Robert Carson told 












































the Board that paving would be 
complete by August 2001 and 
landscaped by February 2002. 
He also agreed to a deadline 
for installing signs. 

e The Board agreed to adopt 
a resolution supporting rail- 
road crossing delay reductions 
sponsored by Congressman 
John Dingell. Act H.R. 432 
would authorize state and local 
governments to regulate trains 
that block road traffic for pub- 
lic safety purposes. Act H.R. 
433 would require the secre- 
tary of transportation to issue 
regulations addressing safety 
concerns and to minimize 
delays for automobile traffic at

railroad grade crossings. 

¢ A motion to designate all 
of the $102,000 of the 2001! 
block grant money was carried. 
The motion designates the 
funds to senior center renova- 
tions, sidewalks, lighting, and 
handicap needs. 

e Arequest by Barron to 
spend $3,300 on Christmas 
display was carried. The rec- 
ommendation had not yet been 
approved by the Parks and 
Recreation Commission. 
Adkins expressed concerns 
that the displays would only go 
in downtown New Boston, 
rather than being displayed in

BOARD OF EDUCATION QUESTIONS 
ACTIVE NEWS GRADING

At the March 5 Huron 
Board of Education meeting, 
the Superintendent raised con- 
cern over the recent Detroit 
News article, which graded the 
Huron School District a D-. 
The Superintendent said he 
didn’t put a lot of weight in it. 
However, he was concerned at 
how the public would perceive 
the grade. 
The Superintendent ex- 
_ plained that he was not clear 


on how the Derroit News made. 
its determination. He said that ~ 


a number of factors including 
MEAP scores, ACT scores, 
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drop out rates, accreditation, 
student-teacher ratio, and 
more are factored into the cal- 
culation. However, he was 
unsure how these items are 
calculated. 

In addition, the Superinten- 
dent said that last year he did a 
survey asking parents to grade 
the District. Out of 400 sur- 
veys, the District was given a 
3.1, equivalent to a B. 

The Superintendent comm- 
ented, “If we had gotten a D- 
from the parents, I’d be concerned.” 

One reason the Superinten- 
dent felt the District received 
the low score was because 
High School MEAP scores are 
weighted heavily in the com- 
putation. Rather than using 
current MEAP scores, the 
News used scores from two 


years ago because last year’s 
scores have not yet been pub- 
lished. 

The Superintendent ex- 
plained that the District’s 
scores, which have only been 
released to the Districts, are up 
24-percent from the year that 
was used by The News. 

Another area included in 
scoring was accreditation. The 
District scored low in that area 
because only 20-percent of the 
District’s schools are currently 
accredited. However, the 
District is in the NCA process. 

Board member Colleen 
Lazere remarked that she 
couldn’t understand why it 
was necessary for schools to 
teach the MEAP. She said that 
if the District is teaching the 
State’s curriculum, which the 


MEAP is based on, it doesn’t 
make sense that the students 
wouldn’t already know the 
material. 

The Superintendent ex- 
plained that it’s because each 
year the MEAP tests one small 
area of the overall curriculum. 

Board member Ken Apple- 
by said that rather than focus- 
ing too much on just one part, 
such as the MEAP, the Dis- 
trict should try to improve 
many of the other scores. He 
explained that even a small 
improvement in each of many 
other areas, could improve the 
District’s overall score. There- 
fore, he said, the MEAP would 
not weigh so much. 

Board member Richard 
Zavodsky commented that he 
didn’t think The News even 


spoke with anyone in the 
District about all the things the 
District is doing. 

Appleby pointed out that 
the District is in its second 
year of a new curriculum. He 
said it would take some time to 
see that improvement in test 
scores. 

The Superintendent also 
mentioned that the District 
brings in 40 special education 
students, daily, from other 
Districts. In addition, because 
of the consortium with other 
districts, Huron pays for seven 
extra teachers for the special 
education programs. However, 
The News doesn’t include 
those things in its scoring.
